There was no comment in the letter 
received from Chief Clerk George Es­ 
tover of the La Crosse division, but 
the clerks here accept the rescinding 
of the order as a victory in the first 
clash as a result of the obnoxious 
order in connection with Postmaster 
(ieneral Hitchcock’s retrenchment pol­ 
icy. 
On Jan. 17 the clerks on the Elroy- 
Tracy runs, residing in Winona, re­ 
ceived from Mr. Estover the schedule 
covering the period between Jan. 27 
and Feb. ll. 
It called upon the men 
to do extra duty between Winona and 
Elroy. 
They were ordered to take 
a helper run during their off period 
and the order virtually meant each 
man was to put in a half day extra 
work 
without 
extra 
compensation. 
They are entitled to six days off and 
six days w’ork, they say, but the order 
called for six and a half days’ work 
and five and a half days off. 
Each of the twenty mail clerks re­ 
siding in Winona and employed on 
that division affixed his name to an 
official protesting order remonstrating 
against the schedule, in so far as it 
called for extra work.

Re-Elected 
United 
States 
Senator 
From W isconsin. 


Madison, Wis., Jan 
25.—The W is­ 
consin legislature will meet in joint 
session at noon and formally ratify 
the re-election of Robert M La Follette 
to the United States senate for the 
six-year term beginning March 4 next. 
The procedure will be simple, the two 
houses having voted separately, giv 
ing him a majority of twenty in the 
house and seventeen in the senate, a 
total of thirty-seven majority of all 
the votes cast. 
There were four ab­ 
sentees, two in each house. 
The voting in the assembly followed 
strict party lines, fifty-nine votes be- j 
ing cast for La Follette, twenty-seven ;

A verdict of murder In the 
first degree was returned and punish­ 
ment fixed at life imprisonment.% 
From the last verdict an appeal was 
taken to the supreme court which re­ 
united in a decision knocking out the 
last sentence, an order being made 
that the minimum sentence under the 
second conviction should stand.

second decree murder was ten years 
The failure of Harry to secure his 
release before was due to the fact that 
the findings of tile supreme court had 
not been properly certified to the pen­ 
itentiary authorities.

Fear o* Foreign Doctors and the Sum­ 


mary Destruction of the Dead Causes 


the Chines* to Conceal Illness and 


Hide the Bcdies of Those W ho May 


Have Died From Any Cause— Masses 


Alarmed by Gruesome Reports. 


Peking, Jan 
25.—The weekly ex­ 
press from Hankow was crowded with 
refugees. 
These included college pro­ 
fessors, the 
Italian 
minister, minor 
diplomats and persons of means who 
are able to flee on short notice. 
The bubonic plague, which had its 
first victim here several days ago, and, 
it is believed, many since then, has 
caused 
the outpouring through 
the 
gates of the city 
Even military of­ 
ficers joined the departing throngs 
As a matter of official record no new 
cases of bubonic plague In 
Peking 
were reported, but the opinion is held 
at the legations that the Chinese, fear­ 
ing the foreign doctors and the sum­ 
mary destruction of the dead, are not 
reporting illness of any sort and pos­ 
sibly are secreting the 
bodies. 
In­ 
deed, the mortality reports in Peking 
have become infinitesimal since the 
authorities enlisted the 
services 
of 
foreign physicians, who at once began 
carrying out sanitary measures along 
modern lines. 


Masses Much Agitated. 


The newspapers are supporting the 
government in 
its efforts to allay 
fears. 
The masses, nevertheless, are 
much alarmed by gruesome reports, 
such as one alleging that the Russians 
at Harbin are casting the afflicted 
into poisoned wells. 
This story, per­ 
haps, developed from the possible use 
of lime pits for the dead. 
The diplomatic body has not been 
able to agree on the manner in which 
the legation quarter should be quar­ 
antined 
The Germans, Austrians and 
British are behind the barred gates of 
their own compounds and are advo­ 
cating drastic measures. 
The Japan­ 
ese. who have the largest ommuuity 
outside of the quarter and perhaps the 
most preying general Interests to be 
looked after in Peking, are supported 
by the Russians in arguing the neces­ 
sity of continuing diplomatic relations 
with the Chinese foreign board.

Proposal Which Will Carry an Ap­ 
propriation of $50,000,000 if it 
is Enacted Into a Law 


A bill which recently passed the 
lower house of congress will, if it is 
passed by the senate, carry with it 
an additional appropriation fo” pen­ 
sions of about $50,000,000. 
It pro­ 
vides th a t veterans of the Civil war, 
when they have attained the age of 
62 years, shall receive $15 a month: 
at 65 they will receive $20 a nonth: 
at 70, $25 a month and at 75 $36 a 
month. 
The records show that of 
the survivors of the Civil war 100,000 
have reached the age of 62 years, 
185.000 the age of 65 years, 100,- 
000 the age of 70 years and about 
70.000 the age of 75 years. 
It is 
estim ated that the veterans are now 
dying at the rate of IOO a day, or 
36.000 a year. 
A late dispatch from W ashingto i 
says th at the senate is “ disturbed” 
by the action of the house in passing 
the bill, and th at unless there is a 
change in the sentim ent of the sed­ 
ate it will not pass th a t branch. T h ’ 
dispatch says that Speaker Cannon 
is credited by senators with being 
largely responsible for the action of 
the house, as he left the chair and 
from the floor made a speech in sup­ 
port of the bill.
